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For the Fourth Time. 


For the fourth time the Rhenish Women’s League sonds 
forth into the world its appeal for help. 

For tho fourth time starts this sad pageant of German 
women, in sadness indeed comparable to those processions of 
miserable cripples in the Middle Ages spoken of in history, — 
a pageant of tortured victims suffering from the cruel, nay gruo- 
some policy of the victorious nations now wielding their sceptre 
over yonder German lands that once were the richest and happiest 
of the whole German Empire. 

Many a woman is missing in this pageant for many a woman 
has not had the courage to come up and report to tho authorities 
the shameful debasement, the horrible deeds she has been tho 
victim of for fear of other persons coming to hear of it and her 
loosing consequently in honour in the sight of her neighbours and 
friends. But also those have not partaken in this procession who 
were lucky enough to escape altogether from the clutches of 
loathsome lewdness without suffermore than a mere fright. 


Nevertheless the pageant is large enough as it is! 

And whot is the purpose of it all? 

It is to show the world that still now after four years of 
apparent peace a civilzed nation is being suppressed and violated 
by human beings of a far lower order of civilisation. 

It is to appeal to the sense of responsibility of the whole 
world and to make plain tg it the awful consequences of the 
French Colonial policy. 


Especially to those nations in North and South America as 
well as Africa it is meant to appeal, who from own experience 
know the conflicts arising when two races on different levels of 
education, civilisation and refinement are forced to live-side by 
side. 
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It appeals to the women of the world, wherever they are, 
whatever nation they belong to, as women and human beings, to 
cast aside lethargy and to support as strongly as it is in their 
power the aim of the Rhenish Women’s League of ridding the 
Rhinelands of the coloured troops forced to occupy it by their 
white lords. 

France asserts she is not able to rebuild ruined towns and 
villages if Germany does not pay: 

and yet Germany is forced to squander billions of marks 
for the upkeep of the black French troops, for the construction of 
barracks for them and for the building and furnishing of 
brothels. 

Franco assures she needs the black troops in the Rhineland in 
order to secure tho peace: 

and yet it sows loathing and hatred by every coloured trooper 
there! 

France asserts she wants to construct a bridge of civilisation 
between her and Germany in the Rhineland: 

and yet it in reality erects an unsurmountable wall with the 
help of every tear cried by a maltreated, violated German woman, 
with every ery of a tortured child. 

Woe send out this pageant 
to keep this wall from growing too high, 
Ye Women of the World, help us to pull it down! 
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OCCUPATION AND 
VENEREAL DISEASES 


(PALATINATE) 


Rape. 


On November 26th 1918 between 10 and 11 o’clock in tho 
morning the daughter Anna K. of a farmer at Nieder-Gailbach, 
22 years old, was assaulted on the open fields by a negro belonging 
to the French troops of occupation from the island of Madagascar 
and brutally violated in spite of vehement self-defence. The negro 
was soon found ont upon the matter being brought to the notice 
of the French authorities and confined, But whether he was 
punished or not or in what manner could not be ascertained. 
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we Attempted Rape. 


On January ist 1919 the servant maid Betty (24 years of 
age) and the girl Julchen K. (16 years old) of Landau undertook 
a walk to Goldramstein. On the way back they met on tho 
I country road several black French soldiers, two of whom immo- 
H 1 diately detached themselves from the others and came up to the 
girls, These fled into the vineyards but were persecuted and caught. 
One of the soldiers held Miss E. and the other Miss K. The latter, 
however, was so fortunate as to be able to free herself and she 
succeeded to escape. Now both soldiers assaulted Miss E. who \ 
they pulled further into the vineyard where they threw her to the 
ground threatening to kill her whenever she attempted to shrick. 
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1 { =i i ! She fought desperately for her honour and the soldiers were not

altogether. Just in time some civilians heard her calls and ran. 
to help her whereupon the assaulters turned and fled. 


Nothing has been heard of this offence being punished. 


Rape, 


On January 19th and 20th of 1919 the widow V., of Oggers- 
heim, 33 years of age, the girl Gretchen 8. 20 years of age, of 
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Ludwigshafen, and the girl Elise B., 18 yeards of age, were vio- 
lated by coloured French troops near the town of Ludwigshafen. 
Hach time the assault was made at dusk when the girls went for 
a walk with their sweethearts, who were torn from them and for- 
cibly kept back whilst the were being violated. 


As far as is known the offenders have not been discovered in 
any of these cases, 


Rape, 


On January 19th 1919 between 6 and 7 o’clock in the evening 
20—25 coloured French soldiers attacked Miss Margarete L. as 
she walked with the bookbinder Karl K., both 22 years old and of 
Ludwigshafen, on the road between Oggersheim and Friesenheim 
homewards. K. who defended the girl was captured and 
maltreated. He received many bruises and a hit on the brow with 
a hard object causing a deep wound. The girl was pulled into a 
field close’ by and violated by all the soldiers who seized her by 
the throat threatening to strangle her, 


Attempted Violation. 


. On Sunday January 26th 1919 the wife the locksmith Wil- 
helm N. who is 38 years old, went in company with her mother 
in law to visit an ill relative. On the way they met three French 
soldiers two of whom were Africans. After they had passed these 
some distance they suddenly turned round and came up to the 
women. One of them seized the mother in law by the throat. 
Mrs. N. wanted to defend her but received some hits with the 
bayonet whereby she had several bleeding wounds in her face. 
The soldier now attempted to violate her. The second soldier 
haying stood and looked on a while at what his comerade was 
doing suddenly started to intervene and to attempt to release 
Mrs. N. Her assaulter, however, defended himself with his bayonet. 
Mrs. N. vehemently defended herself and the soldier at last gave 
in without having attained his end and went his way. 


The case was duely reported to the French authorities but a 
result has hitherto not been made public, 


Rape. 

The widow Helene Th. of Ludwigshafen, 31 years old, 
regularly did the washing for an Algerican soldier who was in 
quarters in 1919 in the town district of Mundenheim. For this 
reason he frequently had occassion to enter the widow’s dwelling. 
On February 10 th 1919 he proposed to her and told her he would 
like to marry her and take her along with him to Algeria. Mrs. 
Th. declined and the soldier became enraged so that ho started 
maltreating her and threatening her with an open razor. Thon 
he violated her. 

Nothing has become known as to how the suit before the 
law courts ended. \ 


Violation of a Boy. 

On March ist 1919 in the evening a French soldicr from 
Marocco enticed the small son of the coachman Albert V. who is 
seven years old to go with him. He took the boy on his arm and 
went with him into a gravel pit where he committed the offence. 
He only let the boy go when ho heard voices in the neighbourhood. 
The child immediately fled. 

The case was reported to the French military authorities but 
as yet no result has become known. 


Rape. 

A brutal moral offence was perpetrated on March 16th 1919 
by a coloured French soldier on the 73 years old widow Elisabeth 
R. of Obersiilzen (Rhine Palatinate). In full light of day he 
assaulted the old lady on the road leading from Obersiilzen to 
Lammersheim. He threw her to the ground and violated her with 
an open knife held before her. 

This callous deed was immediately reported to the French 
military authorities but remained unpunished as the perpetrator 
could not be discovered. 


. Rape. 

On May 2nd 1919 the widow Mrs, Liesel K. of Bodersweier 
(Baden) was assaulted by an Arabian soldier belonging to the 
foree of occupation jolding the bridge head at Kehl on the road 
from Bodersweier to Kork. She fought hard but was overwhelmed 
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and violated. The fright and horror of this deed broke her nerves 
and she euffered seriously afterwards. 

The offence was immediately brouht to the notice of the 
French military authorities and the widow also put in a claim 
for damages, a result has, however, not been forthcoming so far. 


Rape. 

On Sunday June 15th 1919 in the afternoon at 2 o’clock the 
daughter of Mr. Peter Ch. of Hochheim was suddenly assaulted 
and violated in turn by eight French colonial soldiers. They 
threw her violently to the ground and then perpetrated the crime. 

The case was also immediately reported and it was possible 
to find some of the perpetrators. These belonged to the 6th regi- 
ment de Marche de Tirailleurs. Nothing, however, became known 
of tho result of the investigation as the regiment left Hochheim 
2 days after the occurrence, 


Rape. 

On the afternoon of June 15th 1919 at about 4 o'clock Miss 
Therese B. sat in front of the forest keepers house at Hastenrath 
near Stolberg in company of a gentleman, with whom she was 
aquinted. Suddenly four men of the troops stationed at Stolberg 
appeared. The girl and man rapidly got up but were immediately 
seized by the soldiers and thrown down forcibly. The companion 
of Miss B. was badly maltreated but he finally succeeded in 
escaping to get help. Now two of the soldiers assaulted the girl 
and violated her. One of them also stole a gold ring from her 
fingers. They were about also to remove the bracelet when some 
Sa were heard coming. Thereupon the soldiers immediately 

ed. 

Inspite of the deed being reported at once the perpetrators 
of this outrage were not caught and brought to justice. 


Rape. 


On June 23rd 1919 between 6 and 7 o'clock in the evening 
the factory worker Joseph V. of Hochheim, working on the fields 
in the boundery of Massenheimer Eigen, suddenly saw 12 men 
of the African troops advancing on him in formation in fours 
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They went right through the field and came up to him, whereupon 
one of them introduced himself as being an officer, demanding 
to see the surprised man’s pass board. In the meanwhile the other 
soldiers had noticed the woman M. and her maid, who were also 
working on the fields at no great distance. M. is married. The 
soldiers now at once demanded of Y. that he should leave the field. 
Mr. V. declined to’do so. But the soldiers levelled bayonets at 
him and thus forced him to comply with their request, throwing 
sods and lumps of soil after him. Some of the soldiers had in 
the meanwhile assaulted the two women, who were pulled asido 
into some bushes and there violated several times, This has 
been confirmed by examination of a doctor. 


Rape. 

On July 29th 1919 Miss Therese W. and Mr, Vitus EH. on 
their way home from Biisbach to Stolberg, were attacked by two 
coloured soldiers, one of whome caught hold of Mr. E., whilst the 
other took Miss W. threatening her with a knife, into a hollow 
way, where he tore her clothes and violated her. Afterwards the 
other soldier did the same. 

The case was reported, but nothing has become known as 
regards the perpetrators being punished. 


Rape. 

In July 1919 the girl Gertrud K. of Linden, while working in 
the fields, was suddenly assaulted by a French colonial soldier, 
who threatened her with his knife and violated her inspite of 
her most vehement self-defence. The girl reported the occurrence 
and the soldier was found out, but as to the result of action 
against him nothing has been made public by the French mili- 
tary authorities. 

Rape. 

On August 17th about 11 o’clock at night Miss Wilhelmine U., 
23 years old, was suddenly attacked by two black coldiers whilo 
walking in the Hohenzollernstrasse in Ludwigshafen. One of the 
soldiers hit her with a hard object over the head and sho sank 
down unconscious, whereupon she was pulled into the ditch at the 
side of the roadway and violated. 

Nothing has been heard of this deed being punished. 
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Rape. 


On August 16th 1919 a coloured soldier of the troop 
stationed at Andernach assaulted on the open street the wife 
of the stockingmaker Sch., who is 56 years of age. She was on 
her way home from a visit to her daughter. The soldier pulled 
her into the gateway of the St. Thomas Institut and there violated 
her. The signs of despicable offence were still manifest next day 
to the doctor who has confirmed them. Later the unhappy 
woman discovered she had been infected with one of the most 
hideous venereal diseases known. She had to be treated in the 
university hospital at Bonn for longer than 3 months. 

Nothing is known of the perpetrator of this outrage being 
brought to justice. 


Rape. 


On the evening of September 16th 1919 the two sisters Luise 
and Catherine (17 and 14 years of age) and a girl, Regina Sch. 
(17 years old) were assaulted in Trier by two black soldiers. As 
Imise F. saw one of these coming up to them and auguring 
nothing good she ran away. The soldier, however, persued her 
and soon caught her up. She fought desperately with him, 
nevertheless he dragged her into a shed in the neighbourhood of 


the. barracks. As the girl started shrieking he hit her brutally _ 


about the head and then violated her. There was a white French 
soldier in the company of the blacks, but he just stood and looked 
on without interfering in the least. The girl was then violated 
by the second and afterwards again by the first soldier and then 
left. The sister and other friend had in the meantime called 
for help and several men appeared, who took the poor victim 
up and brought her to a hospital where sho lay ill several weeks. 


Nothing has become known also as regards the punishment 
of this crime, : 


Rape. 


On the afternoon of September 20th 1919 several women 
and children coming back from ‘work on the farm Rémerhof were 
stopped on neutral country by a number of armed French black 
soldiers. They demanded the pass-boards from the women, who 


‘ 
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could of course not show such being on occupied territory. 
Thereupon each of the soldiers selected for himself one of the 
women as victim, the women R. (27 years of age), H. (40 years 
of age) and W. (81 years of age) all married and of the townlet 
of Maswinkel, and dragged them into an adjoining field. The 
older women and children the soldiers permitted to escape. Aftor 
brutal maltreatment and threatening with revolvers Mrs. R, and 
Mrs. W. were violated. The-soldier holding Mrs. H. let her go on 
account of her bodily condition. A fieldguard Sch, came to help 
the women but he was forced back by levelled revolvers. 

Nothing is known as to how the case brought up before the 
French military court ended. 


Attempted Rape. 


On Xmas eve 1919 about 7” o’clock the servant maid of the 
post director K., Klara F., 34 years of age, was suddenly assaulted 
by three French black soldiers springing out of the bushes 
alongside the Promenade on which she was passing. They tore 
her by the arms and tried to violate her. Her cries caused several 
civilians to run to her aid whereupon the soldiers ran away. 
Thus these were hindered in attaining their end, 


Attempted Rape. 


On January 22nd 1922, Miss Hubertine K., who is employed 
in an office as clerk, was attacked by a French colonial soldier 
on her way home from Euskirchen. The soldier belonged to the 
troops stationed at Eschweiler. After he had brutally wounded 
the girl several times with his bayonet he dragged her down 
the embankment on a meadow, where he tore her clothes and 
attempted to violate her. Miss K. fought frantically and the 
soldier was hindered from having his will. Two civilians coming 
near the soldier suddenly desisted and fled. 

The investigation made by the French military authorities 
have been without avail. Miss K. sued for damages, but her 
petition was declined by the General Staff of the French Rhine 
Army which held that only the perpetrator of the deed was 
responsible. 


Attempted Rape. 


Mrs. D, living in Zweibriicken returned on March 13th 1929 
from a farm situated near the town when just before entering 
same she was suddenly assaulted by a French soldier from 
Morocco. Mr. D.’s vehement selfdefence hindered the purpogeg 
violation. Upon her cries several persons appeared in the 
neighbourhood and the assaulter ran away. 

Although the case was immediately reported nothing has 
been heard as to any result. 


Attempted Rape. 


On March 18th 1920 the two servant girls, Minna P. (21 years 
of age) and Maria Sch. (20 years of age) were suddenly assaulted 
by two French colonial soldiers in the afternoon on the road 
between Goddelau and Darmstadt. The soldiers seized the girls 
who fought frantically. Nevertheless the men succeeded in 
dragging the girls into the wood near by where they tore their 
clothes. The yehement fighting, however, hindered the soldiers 
from ravaging them. For this reason they became very brutal 
maltreating them. Two German civilians happened to come along 
in the last minute to hinder further mischief and the soldiers 
immediately fled. 


Nothing ever became public as to the result of the in- 
vestigation. 


Rape. 


On March 29th 1920 late in the afternoon Mrs. Maria M. 
of Obermenden, who was pulling a small hand cart, met in the 
neighbourhood of Hangelar a French black oldie who was 
leading a boy, fourteen years old, with him. The soldier had forced 
the boy to go with him. When, however, he saw the woman, he let the 


boy go. He attacked the wom : 
. an P 
where he violated her with and forced her into a sandpit 


ved at the flying ground of Hangelar, 
. M, the hands behind their backs and 
With the young man B. he then 


tho soldier tied A. and Mrs 


went into a pit near the path, where he punched him, depriving 
him of his ready money amounting to 60 marks and of two pairs 
of glasses. Thereupon he attempted to violate him too. But 
suddenly he noticed that the other young man A., who he had tied 
to the cart was succeeding in loosening himself and immediately 
he ran towards him to prevent A.’s doing so. This chance B. used 
to escape, in doing which he was successful altough he suddenly found 
himself persued by a second French soldier. Having again secured 
A. the soldier now violated Mrs. M. the second time, now, howerer, 
before the eyes of the boy A. who was only 16 year old. Aftor 
this he took Mrs. M. and A. into the military barracks where both 
were kept prisoner for two whole days being only released upon 
demand of the French district delegate in Siegburg, to whom 
Mrs. M.’s husband had turned for aid. 


Attempted Rape. 


Beginning of April 1920 Mrs. Magdalene Sch. of Euenheim, 
46 years of age, was attacked on the open roadway 5 o’clock in 
the afternoon by a coloured soldier. Luckily a bicyclist came near 
and seeing him the soldier ran away in the direction of Verdun 
Barracks. J.. this way Mrs. Sch. was saved from harm. 


Rape. 


On April 8th 1920 between 4 and 5 o’clock in the evening 5 black 
soldiers suddenly forced their entrance into the home of Mrs, 
Frieda A. in the Gutleutkaserne of Frankfurt. One of the mon 
seized Mrs. A. by* the hair and pulled her into the kitchen where 
he violated her, who was struggling frantically, under threats of 
stabbing her and in the presence of the other four. Neighbours 
of Mrs. A. had, however, become suspicious and their appearance 
at the door stopped the other four soldiers from also violating the 
poor woman. Mrs. A. went immediately to the French military 
office to complain. There, however, she was scorned and laughed 
at. Also French officers declined to take notice of the case. 
Amongst other things she was told the ,fellows had been 
2% years away from home and they badly needed it. Attention 
was drawn to her fair hair, which is a special attraction. 
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Afterwards the case was investigated and the perpetrator 
was placed before a war court from which he was sentenced to 
10 years hard labour. The mental effects of this crime still seriously 
effect Mrs. A. as is certified to by @ medical practitioner. 


Nothing has become known respecting compensation for 
damages being granted. 


Rape. 


The girl Anna K., 16 years old, had undertaken a tour into 
the Siegburger forest together with other girls and boys of a 
touring club, on 18th April 1920. It was about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon when the party was on its way back home, that 
suddenly four black soldiers rapidly came up, These selected four 
of the girls, who sought protection with the male members of the 
party. The soldiers now drew their bayonets and threatened with 
their revolvers whereupon the boys and girls ran away. Only 
Anna K. had the great misfortune to stumble and fall. She was 
caught up by the soldiers who dragged her in amongst the bushes 
violating her in turn. Of the perpetrators of this brutal outrage 
three were later identified with certainty. 

The whole occurrence was described in exactly the same 
manner by all the members of the party. The ravished girl was 
examined by medical men the day after the deed and her state- 
ments were confirmed. In spite of this the crime was never 
punished. The district delegate’ wrote to say the matter was not 
of very great importance and too much time had elapsed to make 


the taking up of the case again worth while, for- which reason the 
documents had been filed. 


Attempted Rape. 


hh the night from the 24th to the 25th April 1920 a French 
soldier in Saarbriicken seized Mrs. B. and her 24 year old daughter 
as they were emerging from a restaurant belonging to Mr, Hynek 
in order to go home, He forced the two women iio the gateway 
of the te station of Saarbriicken, where two colonial soldiers 
Eee on mee Top & Word of the Frenchman these now took 

omen to WwWo separate sheds where they tried to violate them. 
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‘The women, however, fought with all their vigour and crying loud 


they at last succeeded in making the soldiers desist. 


Attack on a Boy. 

The little 13 year old son of the teacher B. of Bad Homburg 
was attacked in the neighbourhood of the Weinbergweg on 
April 28th 1920 by three French colonial soldiers who took him 
into a bush on the wayside. The boy was offered cigarottes and 
chocolates to keep quiet. Inspite of the boys cries the three 
soldiers used him. They only desisted when they heard passcers-by. 

Of the perpetrators two were afterwards found out and com- 
mitted to trial. They were sentenced by the French military court, 
it Mayence to 10 and 8 years imprisonment and degradation. 


Rape. 

In the early morning hours of May Ist 1920 the seamstress Eva L. 
of Mayence went through the park as usual to the railway station 
to take the train to Wiesbaden, where she is employed. On her 
way she had to pass one of the French carriage parks where 
several Moroccan soldiers stood on guard. Ono of these stopped 
her and threatening her with his bayonet he drew her forcibly in 
between two cars so that she could not flee. Despite her desperate 
fighting the man succeeded in violating her. 

The perpetrator was later discovered and sentenced by the 
French military court to 10 years of hard labour. Whether Miss L. 
las been suecessful in her chaim for damages is not known. 


Attempted Rape. 

The clerk Alfred B. of Siegburg and Miss Antoinette B. 
(20 years) of Troisdorf were walking out on Sunday May 2nd 
1920 in the Lohmarer wood near Siegburg. Here they were met by 
two coloured and one white French soldier, who asked them for 
their passboards. Whilst one of the soldiers held B. the other 
two took the girl away and attempted to violate her, The girl, 
however, made frantic efforts to get free and her cries made the 
two give the attempt up. One of the coloured soldiers tried to 
‘take away the girl’s watch and rings. But also in this he was 
vamsuccessful. 

Coloured French Troops on the Rhine. 2D 
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The perpetrators were apparently not discovered and the 
French authorities have notified that they have given up the 
investigations the case being of so little importance, and so much 
time having passed as to make any success very unlikely, 


Outrage upon Boys. 

On Sunday May 9th 1920 the two boys Peter H. and Peter 
Josef Sch., respectively:11 and 13 years of age, were on their 
way from Euskirchen to their homes in Elsig. Suddenly they 
were confronted by three coloured French soldiers. These took 
the boys by the neck and dragged them into a neighbouring corn- 
field where they outraged them inspite of the boys struggling 
vehemently. They succeeded both in escaping, however, before 
the third soldier could commit the same offence the other two had 
done. ‘They were pursued but German civilians coming near the 
soldiers desisted, The boys are worthy of belief both enjoying a 
good reputation as regards truthfulness. The mother of one of 
the boys states they arrived home completely exhausted. 

The investigations carried on by the French authorities 
proved futile. The case was put down as invention on the state- 
ment of a French military doctor, who examined the boys a con- 
siderable time after the occurrence, when naturally he found no 
sign of the perpetrated outrage. 


Crime upen a Boy. 

On May 10th 1920 the boy Albert W. of Schnappach, who 
is 11 years of age, was delivered up in hospital with venereal 
disease. Investigations made led to it being discovered that the 
boy had been used for three months in a criminal and unnatural 
manner by a Moroccan soldier. The medical examination showed 
the boy to be suffering very seriously from syphilis in the rectum. 


Attempted Rape. 

The servant. girl Gertrud R., 19 years of age, was on the 
way from Euskirchen to Elsig 2 o’clock in the afternoon of 
May 13th 1920. Suddenly she was assaulted by a French colonial 
soldier, He jumped into the street from a place of hiding and 
seized the girl by the throat. Then he threw her on the ground- 
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The girl fought desperately with him and this alone kept him 
from carrying through his resolve. The soldier was so enraged 
that he tore the girl’s clothing. 

The report having been made to the French authorities an 
officer came to see the girl and tried to make her withdraw her 
accusation. He threatened her with punishment if she should not 
be successful in recognizing the soldier when confronted with the 
troops. Inspite of this the girl kept up her statement. The soldier, 
however, was not discovered. Also in this caso the French 
authorities attempted to put this case down to fietion. 


Attempted Rape. 

The servant maid Maria Sch., 19 years old, was on Sunday 
the 16th May 1920 on her way from Eschweiler to Diirwif, where 
she had an appointment with her fiancé. A short distance from 
her goal she was stopped by two French colonial soldiers who 
maltreated her. They tore her clothes and threw her down on 
the ground where one of the men threw himself upon her 
passionately attempting to violate her. Whether he was actually 
successful in completing the crime the girl is not able to say 
as she had no clear notion exactly of what was going on owing to 
the great excitement and severe pains she was in. A civilian 
coming near the soldiers suddenly fled after one of them had 
stolen a golden necklace. 

The perpetrators of this crime have not been discovered, 


Rape. 


On May 24th 1920 about 2 o’clock in the afternoon two 
Moroccan soldiers assaulted three girls who came from Biebrach 
along the railway line on their way to visit relatives at Erbenheim. 
The girls were: Henriette K., 17 years old, Therese K., 15 yeare 
old, and Luise K., 16 years old. The men came up behind the 
girls near the station and tried to get hold of them, The girls 
ran away screaming but one of the men succeeded in catching up 
a girl. This was dragged into a field close by and violated. 

One of the perpetrators of this outrage was sentenced to 
60 days imprisonment and the other only to 30 days by the 
French military court. 
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Rape. _ 
On Whitsun Monday 1920 the two girls Minna M. (19 Years 


old) and Frieda L., were on their way to Limbach. Suddenly they 


were assaulted by two Moroccan soldiers who seized and threw; 
them in the ditch at the wayside. Two other soldiers, algo 
Moroccans, who had just previously examined the passes of the 
girls also now came up. Tho girl M. called aloud for help but 
one of the men threatened to kill her if she did not keep quiet, 
Tho girl was so frightened as really to keep quict as only in the 
previous year a girl had been found murdered quite near there 
the perpetrators also being presumably blacks, The girl Frieda 
had, however, succeeded in escaping in the meantime. The victim 
was now violated by all the men in turn one always keeping 
guard against surprises. The escaped girl had succeeded in 
finding help but as the rescuers approached the soldiers ran away. 

The delegate of the Inter-Allied Commission (District of 
Wiesbaden) has stated that the case has been tried and that the 
perpetrators have been duly punished. Nothing, however, is 
known of what nature the punishment alotted was. 


Rape. 


On the 25th May 1920 the 28 years old wife of the labourer 
M. of Zweibriicken was assaulted on the path leading through the 
wood near the Marienstein by a Moroccan soldier, who succeeded in 
Be oe gate and violating her inspite of her frantic struggles. 
es had her 6 months old child with her and was on the way 
meet her husband, who was coming from the ,Fasanerie“. 


Having Violated the woman the soldier stolo her purse with 
12 marks in it and absconded. 


Untortunately the perpetrator could not be discovered. 


Attempted Rape. 


On the evening of May 30th 1920 the shop girl Miss Emma R., 
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: : pped the two asserting it to be probi- 
bited to walk about there in the evening and telling them they 


must come up to the guardroom. On the way there, however, 
they separated the girl from her companion forcibly. The girl 
they dragged a few yards away and tried to violate her. From the 
doctor’s examination it appears the crime was not carried out in 
its entirety. 

One of the perpetrators was discovered. He was sentenced 
for ,bodily injury“ to a term of three months of imprisonment. 


Outrage upon a Boy. 

In the summer of 1920 a French captain was quartered in 
the rooms of Mrs. R. in Trier. The captain had a Moroccan 
soldier for servant and the latter came every morning into the 
rooms in order to make the coffee, Mrs. R. has a little son, 7 years 
old. On June Ist 1920 she had sent him out into the kitchen to 
get something. Suddenly she heard his cries for help and running 
out she found the soldier had taken the child into the closet and 
there committed a criminal offence on same, so that the boy was 
injured and bled. The Morocean called out to the woman: ,,. am 
done, I will give you 100 franes!‘, and ran away. The child was 
immediately subjected to a medical examination. Tho doctor 
treating the boy asserted the French captain had told him he had 
observed how the Moroccan had of late been after the boy and 
that he had for that reason intended dismissing the man. 

The French court sentenced the perpetrator to 5 years 
imprisonment. 


Attempted Rape. 


On the afternoon of June 13th 1920 the servant maid Jeanette 
Kk. was on her way from Kreuznaeh across the Rotenfels to her 
native place Traisen. On her upward climb in the gorge she 
suddenly noticed behind her a Moroccan soldier. Fearing the worst 
she called aloud for her father in order to make the soldier believe 
same was near at hand. The soldier, however, was not to be 
deceived and he attempted to violate the girl who called aloud for 
help. The girl fought frantically and this made it impossible for 
the soldier to have his will. Some people were approaching and 
the soldier ran away. He was never discovered. 


Rape, 

In the afternoon about 4 o’clock of June 20th 1920 the wife 
of the carpenter B. of Maudach (Palatinate) went along a field 
path towards Rheingénheim. On the way she was assaulted by ag 
French colonial soldier. She screamed but he hit her brutally jp 
the face with his bayonet and dug with same into her abdomen. 
Then he violated her in the presence of her little son, who Was 
five years of age. A sergeant was standing by and looking on 
without intervening, The woman, wanting to continue her way 
to Rheingsénheim in order to report the case to the authorities 
there, was threatened with killing by the soldier and made to 20 
back to Maudach. : 

Later the women was able to point out the perpetrator, who 
as is stated by the French military authorities, was sentenced a 
2 years imprisonment. 


Attempted Rape. 


About noon of June 20th 1920 Miss Helene M., 23 years old, 
was on her way home from work in Bergrath near Eschweiler when 
suddenly she was attacked in a hollow way by a French colonial 
soldier. The girl fought frantically for her honour and succeeded 
in keeping the soldier from doing his will the while she called 
aloud for help. These cries were heard and people ran to her 
Tescue whereupon the soldier fled. One of these had followed the 
girl up at a distance knowing how dangerous the part she was 
traversing was girls having been assaulted in that hollow way 
several times before.» The people coming up found the girl in a 
Swoon with torn clothes and bleeding. The soldier could not be 
everal other 3 standing 
who had watched the whole incident me ae "h te 
struggles of their comrade with the girl. . 


Nothing is known of this crime being punished. 


Attempted Rape, 


a a fe 27th 1920 at noon Miss Maria Luise G. of Binger- 
riick, Car strasse, was out walking. She was plucking some 
flowers in the neighbourhood of »Kempter Eck“ on the Rochus- 
berg, when she was suddenly attacked from behind by a Moroccan 
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French soldier who attempted to violate her. He threatened to 
lall her with his bayonet and maltreated her robbing her also of her 
handbag. Fortunately people approached and the soldier absconded. 
The case was reported the same day to the French police 
and the delegate officer and Miss G. was examined twice. On July 
5th the chief of the French Police stated the person accused could 
not be discovered and Miss G. had contradicted herself in her 
various examinations. Now the German authorities asked to be 
shown the minutes of the examinations but this demand was replied 
to by saying the matter had been settled and no minutes 
could be found. On account of the length of time that had elapsed 
the case was allowed to drop on October 30th Miss G. herself 
having given her consent to this. 


Attempted Rape, 


The wife of the miner Johann F. went on June 30th 1920 
from Billig to Antweiler. On the way she passed a Moroccan 
soldier who was lying in the ditch along the wayside. Seeing her 
he asked her to stop. This she did not do and the soldier ran 
after her. He tried to snatch her handbag in which she had 2200 
marks she intended giving up at the municipal office in Satzvey. 
Mrs. F. fought frantically to get free of the man, who, however, 
seeing he was not so readily attaining his end, now signalled to a 
second Moroccan soldier near by to come and aid him. Nou the two 
threatened and maltreated her and at last her strength gave way 
and she sank down unconscious. What happened she could not 
lay as she only came to herself about half an hour afterwards, when, 
however, the two men had gone. They had taken along with them 
her hat, her umbrella and her handbag. Nothing is known regard- 
ing the punishment of the perpetrators of this outrage. 


Rape. 


On June 30th 1920 about 8 o’clock in the evening Mrs. L. of 
Bretzenheim was on her way back home from Mayence when she 
was suddenly assaulted by a French soldier, who had lain in hiding 
in the cornfield on the wayside. He threatened to kill her, if she 
did not do his will. Nevertheless she struggled hard to get free 
of him but he overpowered and violated her, whereupon he fled. 
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Mrs. L. discovered afterwards she had been infected with 2 
dangerous venereal disease. 
The perpetrator could not be discovered. 


Rape. 

The widow Mrs. Katharine W. of Euenheim and Jakob Sch, 
of Euskirchen were walking together on the country road towards 
Euenheim on a day in June 1920, when suddenly they were 
attacked by five or six coloured French troops who had hidden 
themselves in the corn on the wayside with bayonets. Several of 
the soldiers took the man away threatening all the time with 


their arms and the others forced the woman into the corn Where 


they threw her to the ground, Three of the men violated her. She 
then became unconscious and they robbed her purse with 100 marke 
and absconded. 


Attempted Rape, 


Two French colonial soldiers assaulted early in the morning 
of July 17th 1920 two women of Obergartzem, who were out fet- 
ching food. The two, Anna K. and her elder sister, Mrs. H. wife 
of a labourer, were about to push their barrow home as suddenly 
the two soldiers confronted them. They immediately seized the 
women and maltreated them punching them in the face till they 
bled. They attempted to violate the women but were not successful 
in doing so on account of the desperate selfdefence of the two. 


Owing to lack of evidence the case against the thow soldiers 
was allowed to drop. 


Rape. 


The wife of the forest worker F. of Hackenheim was on her 
way to her husband at about noon of August 2nd 1920 as usual 
in order to bring her husband, who was working in the forest 
house of Spreitel, his dinner. On the road between Kreuznach and 
Hackenheim she met her nephew, a boy, who told her he had been 
molested by a French colonial trooper and that he had run away 
from him. Upon the woman 80ing deeper into the wood she indeed 
suddenly saw a soldier lying on the ground, She was frightened 
and ran away but the soldier Was quicker than she and caught 
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her up. He seized her and threatening to stab her with his bayonet 
he dragged her into some bushes where he violated her. 

Mrs. F. was afterwards able to recognize the man who was 
sentenced to one year of imprisonment. 


Rape. 

On September 14th 1920 a French colonial soldier belonging 
to the troops stationed at Birkenfeld assaulted a girl of 20 years 
near that town and violated her. The girl was going out to work on 
the fields when he suddenly confronted and punched her so that 
she fell down whereupon he perpetrated the crime, Tho fact has 
been attested to by a medical practitioner, The investigations, 
howeyer, proved futile. 


Rape. 

One o'clock in the night of September 20th 1920 Miss Susanne 
B. of Trier was going home from a festivity in the company of 
her fiancée Mr. Paul M. They were passing along in the Horn- 
strasse when suddenly they were attacked from behind by two 
coloured soldiers, The two seized the girl and pulled her to go 
along with them. Mr. M. thereupon attacked them but they over- 
powered him and threatening to kill him with their bayonets. 'They 
thus made him come along with them. But he succeeded in getting 
free. The girl, however, was several times most brutally violated 
by each of the soldiers, who threatened to kill her every time she 
tried to free herself. They made her remain with them for more 
than an hour when she was rescued by the policemen Mr. M. had 
called to help. 

The case was allowed to drop as it was not possible to find 
out the perpetrators. 


Rape. 

On the 23rd of September 1920 Mrs, Elli M.-A. of Aschaffen- 
burg was assaulted while on the road leading from Miinster am 
Stein to Kreuznach by a Moroccan soldier who forced her to go 
with him to the guardroom at Oranienhof, where he violated her 
whilst threatening to kill her with his bayonet. Afterwards he 
stole from her a bag with valuable documents and 200 marks, 


having done which he disappeared in the direction of the barrackg 


of Oranianhofe. ; 
The perpetrator of this deed could not be recognized. 


Attempted Rape, 

In the evening of October 31st about 8.30 o’clock Miss Elise 
D. who was 20 years of age, went in company of the carpenter, 
Mr. Johann F. through the Domgarten at Speyer in the direction 
of their homes. Suddenly three coloured French soldiers confron- 
ted them. These at once threw her down and attempted to violate 
the struggling girl. Her companion immediately ran for help 
and the girl was successful in keeping her assaulters off till he 
came back with some civilians who made the soldiers ran away. 

The case was investigated by the French authorities but the 
men were not discovered, 


Rape. 

Mrs. Maria K. of Eschweiler came back from a Visit to her 
sister on November 15th at 10.30 @iclock when she was suddenly 
attacked by a coloured soldier of the troops stationed in Esch- 
weiler and brutally violated on the open street under threats of 
killing with his bayonet. Afterwards he forced her to accompany 
him on circuitous roads in the direction of the barracks. On the 
way they were met by another soldier, whom the woman appealed 
to for help. But her companion also threatened to kill him if he 
attempted to help the woman in any way. 

The perpetrator of this deed was discovered but what 
punishment was meted out to him is not known. 


Rape. 

On November 2ist 1920 the servant girl Margarete D., 30 
years of age, of Kreuznach was assaulted by a Moroccan soldier 
at the crossing of the field path from Hargesheim to Winzen- 
heim. She struggled desperately but w 


‘ 48 overpowered by the man 
who violated her. This was attested to by a midwife 


: The begat brought to the notice of the war court I of the 
Rhine Army in Mayence. Inspite of the girl being twice confron- 
ted with numerous soldiers it was not Possible for her to state 
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definitely who it was that had violated her and for this reason 
the case had to be dropped. 


Attempted Murder and Rape. 


On February 8th 1921, 11 o’clock in tho evening the post, 
office secretary Mr. Sch. was on the way home together with hic 
niece Miss Alwine W. It was in Mayence and they had been to a 
dancing lesson in the ,,Frankfurter Hof‘. Suddenly whilst passing 
near the small wood at Fort Hechtsheim a shot fell and Mr. Sch. 
fell down unconscious. He was wounded in the back of his head. 
Simultaneously a Moroccan soldier sprang out upon the girl and 
attempted to violate her. She fought desperately and the soldier 
could not attain his desire. But he seriously wounded her with 
a sharp instrument like a knife over the eye. Mr. Sch. regained 
consciousness and overcoming his feeling of giddiness he sprang 
up and attacked the soldier, who now desisted from the girl and 
ran away. The two had to go to a doctor immediately. 

The perpetrator was discovered and sentenced to the very 
mild punishment of one year’s imprisonment, 


Attempted Rape. 


In the afternoon of February 14th 1921 at 4.30 o’clock Mrs. 
K. of Bischofsheim, wife of a railway official, was assaulted by 
a French soldier from Algeria while passing along the other side 
of the railway line. The soldier caught hold of her breast and 
threatening to kill her with his bayonet he tried to violate her. 
She struggled fiercely and cried aloud for help which caused him 
to give up his attempt and he ran away. The woman’s health 
was badly affected by the excitement and fear of this incident and 
she had to go to a doctor. 

The French commandant at Bischofsheim was notified and 
the perpetrator was discovered. On April 26th 1921 he was senten- 
ced to 1 year of imprisonment. 


Rape. 


On Tuesday February 22nd 1921 in the afternoon about 5.30 
o'clock the two women, Mrs. K. and Mrs. Elisabeth B. of Hangelar 
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wero out on the fields between Vilich-Miildorf and Hangelar in the 
neighbourhood of the military training ground when suddenly two 
French colonial soldiers appeared on their field from the direction of 
the camp. The smaller of the two adressed Mrs. B. who understood 
him to demand money. She made him understand she had none 
but he did not desist from her and speaking in scarcely under- 
standable German he said, that if she had no money he would kill 
her. Saying which he put his hand in his pocket as if to fetch a 
weapon out. Then he tried to drag her into some bushes near at 
hand. Mre. K. had in the meantime succeeded in escaping and she 
was now getting help. But before this arrived and with the aid 
of the second soldier who held his bayonet on her breast Mrs. B. 
was violated. When the helpers arrived the soldiers ran away. 


The case wag submitted the same night to the commandant of 
the camp at Hangelar and the two men were found out and both 
sentenced afterwards to two years of imprisonment. The general 
commandant of the French Rhine Army granted Mrs. B. 285 marks 
for medical costs she had incurred. 


Attempted Rape. 

Miss Anna Sch. of Simmern, 26 years of age, was out walking 
in the woods on Sunday March 13th 1921 when she was suddenly 
attacked by a French Algetian soldier at a spot about 30 yards 
distant from the country road which at the time was much 
frequented. He threw her down and dragged her in amongst some 
bushes where he tried to violate her. Miss Sch., however, struggled 

_ fiercely and the soldier could not attain his end but he maltreated 
her savagely and disappeared after he had robbed her of the con- 
tents of her bag (73 marks). The case was reported to the French 
military police but Miss Sch. was not able to say definitely which 
of the men it was that had attacked her when confronted an them. 
Thus the deed remained unpunished. 


Attempted Rape. 


At 6 0 clock of the evening of March 13th 1921 the sisters Marga- 
rete and Therese L. of Darmstadt were on a walk to the Cemetery 
in the woods as suddenly two brown French soldiers attacked them 


and attempted to violate them. The girls cried aloud for help and 
luckily a patrol came in sight. Immediately the soldiers noted 
this they glid away on the ground among the undergrowth like 
snakes. The sisters had suffered bruises and scratches in their 
faces and on their heads and their clothes were severely damaged. 

hey did not, however, report the case as they did not want to be 
bothered by the wearisome waiting and running to and fro between 
the various authorities. Besides they asserted they would hardly 
be able to recognize their assaulters again. 


Molestation of a Boy. 


On March 16th 1921 the boy Heinrich B., sixtcen years of 
age, late in the afternoon went to fetch his friend from the station at 
Gustavsberg. Here he was molested by a coloured corporal, who 
caught hold of him and dragged him into the street where he 
attempted to misuse him sexually. B. however, fought desperately 
and sueceeded in keeping the man off till his cries were heard and 
help came whereupon the corporal disappeared. The latter was 
recognized afterwards and sentenced to 6 months of imprisonment. 


Attempted Rape. 


On March 27th 1921 the two girls Elise B. (20 years of age) and 
Gertrud W. (17 years of age), both of them clerks by profession, 
were out on a walk in the woods near Eschweiler in the neigh- 
bourhood of the kiln. Suddenly they were faced by several soldiers 
belonging to the troops of occupation who asked them to come with 
them further into the wood. Three more soldiers coming up the 
girls cried aloud for help. Miss B. was now seized by three of the 
men and Miss W. by two who took the girls by force and inspite 
of vehement struggling and threw them to the ground tearing 
their blouses and underclothes. They were just about to violate 
the girls also sexually when a civilian was observed coming near 
whereupon the soldiers all ran away leaving their victims. One of 
the soldiers took Miss W.s purse along with him. A medial practi- 
tioner attested the maltreatment of the girls. These reported the 
ease, but being confronted by about 2000 men they were not able to 
recognize any of the men that had assaulted them. 
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Rape. 


On March 28th 1921 Miss Margarete K. of Eschweiler, who is 
19 years of age, was brutally violated by coloured troops of the 
French army of occupation. She was on her way to the station of 
the small gauge railway with another girl about 7.50 o’clock of 
the evening. Suddenly they were stopped by three coloured soldiers 
coming up behind them. These seized the girls, whoc struggled 
desperately and dragged them into the meadows near by. The girls 
cried aloud for help. One of the men threw down Miss K. and 
literally tore her clothes off after which he violated her. The girl 
in her desperation offered him all the money she had on her so 
that he should let her free but it was in vain. One of the soldiers 
had remained on guard in the road and he now came up saying 
civilians were in sight. Here upon thessoldiers fled. They could 
not be caught up although they were persued. The case was re- 
ported but the men could not be indentified as the girls were 
confronted by all the soldiers in the garrison. 


Attempted Rape. 


On Sunday April 3rd 1921 3.30 in the afternoon Miss Else Pf. 
was out with a friend of hers, Miss Sch., in the Rémerstrasse of 
Trier, which branches off the Bitburgerstrasse. The young ladies 
were walking in the direction of Wilhelmshdhe. At the spot where 
the road leads past some bushes they were suddenly confronted by 
two Moroccan soldiers in yellow clothing. The men followed them 
up. The ladies now waited for them to pass pretending to enjoy 
the view around them, but the men came up to them and addressed 
them in a language they could not understand. The men cut off 
their retreat and made signe for them to go along with them. The 
smaller of the two soldiers, who wore red fezes with red cord, took 
Miss Sch. by the wrist and the larger one Miss Pf. around the 
neck and a regular wrestling bout resulted in the course of which 
Miss Sch.s blouse was completely torn, The opponent of Miss 
Pf. finding her opposition very strong drew his bayonet 
but did not dare to use it. The men could not overpower the girls 
and suddenly they gave up and ran away, Mies Pf. lost her jacket 
and hat in the fighting. The whole occurrence was of so violent a 
nature that it was dangerous to the life of the young ladies, who 


31 


immediately reported it. On April 5th they were then confronted 
with 300 soldiers from which number, however, they were not 
successful in recognising the perpetrators of the outrage. 


Attempted Rape. 

Miss Klara M. of Goslar, who is thirty years of age, was 
attacked: by a black French soldier on April 24th 1921 about 6.15 
p.m. just behind the bridge head of Jiilich, The man was 
apparently a member of the French guard stationed there at the 
time. The soldier addressed the lady in a language she was not 
able to understand. The expression of his face, however, made her 
fear he had nothing good in his mind and she was about to run 
away. The soldier quickly caught hold of her and pulled her into 
the gateway ont of which he had come inspite of her vehement 
struggling. He threw her to the ground behind the wall and 
attempted to violate her sexually, in which he was not, however, 
successiul the lady struggling frantically. He seeing his efforts 
futile suddenly got up and bade her go, probably because he feared 
passers by hearing what was going on. The perpetrator was 
identified and placed before a war court from which he was 
sentenced on May 3rd 1921 to 2% years of imprisonment. 


Attempted Rape. 

The servant girl Gertha Sch., 20 years of age, of Speyer, was 
assaulted by four black French soldiers in the night of April 27th 
1921 about 11 o’clock on the road between Ludwigshafen and 
Friesheim. She was in the company of a Mr. Martin O. who two 
of the soldiers drove away. The two others took the struggling 
girl forcibly into a field near by but her cries made a dog in the 
neighbourhood bark whereupon the men desisted and disappeared. 


Rape. 


On May 5th 1921 about 5.300 clock in the afternoon Miss Magde- 
lene Z., who is employed as cook at a lady’s named Mrs. von U., 
was on her way from Hof Oranien to the ,,Mithlchen“ at Oranien- 
stein. Suddenly she was attacked by a Moroccan sergeant in yellow 
uniform and red fez. She had a violent struggle with him in the 
course of which she was hurt in the face and eye. The. man 
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succeeded in overpowering the woman and throwing her to the 
eoyand omiteret Hevea blared er Afterwards he disappeared in the 
direction of the shooting grounds. Nothing has been heard of the 


perpetrator being punished. 


Attempted Molestation of a Man. 

On May 6th 1921 Mr. Hans Sch. was stopped late at night 
in Godesberg by thow Moroccan soldiers who enquired where they 
eould find lodging fo the night. He gave them the desired infor- 
mation and they accompanied him for a while till suddenly, coming 
to a quiet place, they attacked him. Mr. Sch. soon recognised what 
they wanted and fought with both of them during which most of 
his clothes were torn. Sch. cried aloud four help and two watchmen 
came to his aid upon seeing which the soldiers ran away. 

It was not possible to find out who the soldiers were inspite of 
the case being gone into seriously, 


Unnatural Usage of a Man. 

On May 7th 1921 Mr. Wilhelm H. of Uerdingen, who is 
31 years old, was in the public house of Weyland. Standing and 
drinking a glass of beer at the bar an Algerian soldier, who was 
manifestly drunk offered him another glass of beer, which H. drunk 
in order not to excite the man, who had proferred it with the 
words: ,,Drink Friend!. Mr. H. took pity on the soldier seeing 
what a state he was in and enquired where his quarters were in 
order to bring him there. They left the bar together. But on the 
way to tho barracks at Rheinhafen in the direction of Boley the 
soldier quite suddenly threw H. into the ditch at the side of the 
toad and tore down his trousers. H. was at the mercy of the man 
in the position he was in besides the soldier was physically very 
strong and overpowered all his efforts to get free. After having 
completed the crime the soldier laid down to sleep whereupon Mr. 
H. fled. The occurrence was immediately reported. 

The soldier is said to have been sentenced to 1% years of 
imprisonment. 


Rape. 
On May 9th 1921 9 o'clock at night Miss Josefine F. was 
walking with her fianeée Christian G. across the bridge on the Ost- 
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bahnhof in Biebrich. They had just passed the bridge and were 
on the road leading to Erbenheim in the neighbourhood of the 
brewery when a Moroccan soldier, a sergeant (on duty at the 
blockhouse Nr. 8 of the Ost-station) came up to them and 
demanded to see their passboards. Having examined these the 
sergeant said that of Mr. G. was not in order and that he had 
better leave the ground as fast as he can as otherwise he would be 
arrested. Mr. G. affirmed everything to be in order and ran away 
to the railway police near at hand for help. In the meantime the 
Moroccan requested Miss F. to go along with him. She was 
greatly frightened and went a little way with him in the direction 
of the blockhouse. Suddenly on crossing the rails he said to her: 
Be brave!“ and caught her around the waist, She struggled but he 
overpowered her and threw her on the ground where he violated 
her. Afterwards he helped her up and asked her to come with him 
to the blockhouse. He took her along there and calling out to men 
to watch over her he went in and fetched a tin of meat and a 
loaf which he gave her as present, which she accepted in order 
to have proofs in hand of the whole occurrence. The case was 
reported the same day and Miss F. was examined by Dr. B, of 
Biebrich as well as by the French military doctor. The sergeant 
was, however, acquitted as there’ was insufficient evidence. Tho 
case was up before the war court on July 26th 1921. 


Attempted Rape. 


Miss Maria M., 20 years of age, daughter of Mr. M, of Eus- 
kirchen, secretary to the law courts, was out on a walk into a 
small wood in the neighbourhood on May 11th 1921. She met a 
French soldier. Fearing him, however, she tried to keep out of 
his way. He had seen her, though, and coming up to her he caught 
hold of her, She struggled vehemently but he was too strong for 
her and dragged her along with him into a ditch by the wayside 
where he attempted to violate her. The unhappy victim tried to 
make herself free from him and succeeded in making his attempts 
futile. She wanted to cry aloud, but the soldier drew his kmife and 
threatened to stab her. Fearing not to be able to keep the man off 
longer she tried a trick that came into her mind in her awful 
Position. She pretended to be willing and asked the man wether 
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it would not be better for them to go a little further into the wood 
where they could not be seen s0 quickly. The man was iced at 
this and got up, still keeping the girl from running away, however, 
The girl now tried to free herself and to ery. But immediately the 
man threatened to kill her with his kmife. He strangled her and 
throwing her round she hit with her head against a tree so that she 
was momentarily stunned. Now the soldier again tried to violate 
her, but she was agile enough to slip away and escape. The man 
persued her but did not catch her up. : 

The perpetrator was afterwards found out and sentenced to 
two years of imprisonment for attempted rape by the French 


military court. 


Attempted Rape. 


The daughter Magdalene, 25 years of age, of the jeweller H. of 
Sinzig, was returning to Sinzig at 8 o’clock in the evening of 
14th May 1921 by a field path. About 400 meters distant from the 
first outlying gardens of the little town she was suddenly 
confronted by a Moroccan soldier who hindered her from passing 
on. He drew his bayonet and beckoned to her to comply to him. 
She offered him everything of value she had on her in order to 
get free but he would not accept anything. He tried to get hold 
of her but she kept him off by punching, kicking and crying for 
help. They thus fought for almost 10 minutes on the ground. 
Suddenly the man got up and ran away in the direction of the 
Abr across the meadows, for he had noticed people coming. These 
were friends of Miss H. and they took her home. It is the 
appearance of these people alone that saved Miss H. from being 
sexually violated by the soldier, who was never found out. 


Rape. 


On May 19th 1921 Miss Gertrud H., 41 years of age, of 
Schweich, was on the way to her field where she wanted to work 
as usual, as suddenly a black French soldier seized, overpowered 
and violated her. 


The case was reported but nothing has become known of the 
perpetrator being punished. 
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Attack on a Man. 


On May 31th 1921 11 o’clock at night the labourer Wilhelm K. 
of Uckendorf took his sister, Mrs. Elisabeth R., who had visited 
him, to the station at Spich in order to travel back to Ziindorf, 
where she lives. As the two, passed the Zeppelin Hangar at Spich 
they were confronted by a coloured soldier, who levelled his 
bayonet at them. The soldier made signs to show he wanted to use 
Mrs. R. sexually. They, however, succeeded in running away. On 
his way back Mr. K. had to pass the same place. It was now 
12.45 o’clock at night. Suddenly he found himeelf seized by three 
French black soldiers. These dragged him about 10 yards distance 
into the fields, where two men held him, whilst the third used him. 
Mr. K. was in great pain and bleeding. With a superhuman effort, 
he cast the men off and escaped in the Zeppelin hangar and 
soldiers belonged to those on guard at the Zeppelin hangar and 
it was possible to identify them. Their sergeant was committed to 
15 days cells for not having cupervised his men properly, but the 
men themselves were not punished. 6 


Attempted Rape. 


Mrs. C., 37 years of age, of Mersch, in the district of Jiilich, 
was out working on her field suddenly a French black trooper 
attacked her trying to violate her sexually. She cried loudly for 
help, whereupon the man hit her in the face and bit her in the 
arm. Two men working in neighbouring fields heard her and came 
to her aid. They caught the soldier and brought him to the 
French officers. He was afterwards sentenced to two years of 
imprisonment. 


Rape. 

About 10.30 o’clock in the evening of June 7th 1921 Miss 
Sophie P. of Siegsburg came with a companion from Lohmar. On 
the road between the Firework’s Laboratory and Lohmar four 
coloured French soldiers appearing just in front of them and the 
girl immediately fearing the worst she tried to run away. But 
two of the men immediately caught hold of her and the other two 
of her companion, whom they held back till the first two had 
dragged the girl away into the wood, after which they let him go. 
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Knowing he could not do anything by himself the man ran 7 
to get help. In the meantime the soldiers most brutally illused the 
girl, She tried her hardest to escape, but the mar held her down 
on the ground so that she could hardly move. Suddenly cyclist 
came past on the road and sounding his bell the soldiers feared they 
were eurprised and ran away. Miss IP, got up and walked homewardg 
On the way she was met by another civilian, whom she asked a 
take her home. Further along the road they then met her com. 
panion and several people including a French officer and a Sergeant, 
The latter two went through the wood but could no longer find ‘he 
men, who all wore yellow uniforms and red caps. They were Bs. 
diseovered although an exact description was given of them. 


Attempted Rape. 


On June 8th 1921 shortly after 9 o’clock in the morning 
Margarete K., a girl 13 years of age, was attacked by a Moroccan 
soldier ina roadway in Bieberheim. The girl struggled to get free 

_ and suecd@ded in escaping, the Moroccan running away as civiliane 
put in an appearance. He was, however, arrested. 


Attempted Rape. 

Miss Henriette A. of Cologne was attacked in open daylight in 
the immediate Vicinity of Bensberg whilst out on a walk with her 
two sisters on a much frequented path through the wood. They 
had just passed three coloured soldiers sitting by the wayside, when 
these sprang up behind them and seized Miss A. whom they 
threw on the floor and tried to Violate sexually. Her cries and those 
gs her Sisters, however, made people run to her aid immediately and 
oe mischief was prevented. The man seeing thy were courting 
ae Tan away.

igated thoroughly by the French authorities, howevel;

Teather ie P. née L., 71 years of age, proprietress of ® 
ig ing Institute, of Mayence was on June 28th 1921 
ae . Tom Griesheim towards Darmstadt as suddenly, beimé 
emetery in the Wood, she was assaulted by a coloure 
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French soldier. He seized her from behind on the right arm and 
dragged her forcibly into the bushes on the south side of the road. 
She put up what resistance she could and pleaded he might let her 
go she being such an old woman. But nothing would avail. She 
attempted to cry for help but he immediately seized her by the 
throat and threatened to strangle her. He then pulled his bayonet, 
as a further threat and forced her down on her knees, in which 
position he held and violated her in a most obnoxious and brutal 
manner. Hereupon he fled into the woods. Mrs. P, has since 
suffered greatly from headaches and very violent pains in her 
abdomen. She did not go to a doctor as she is not member of the 
health insurance and from her own recourses is not able to pay a 
doctor’s fees. This crime was committed about 1 o’clock in the 
afternoon when there was no one in the vicinity. The man wore 
a brown uniform, red fez and was about 25 or 26 years of age. 

The general of the Inter-Allied Rhineland Commission in the 
district of Mayence was informed of the occurrence. This 
commission, however, declared it to be futile to examine the case 
as it had been reported too late and as the medical proof of the 
crime could no longer be put forward. 


Rape. 


On July 4th 1921 the nineteen year old Anni W. together with 
her mother, the widow W. and the latters daughter Erna, came 
out of the boarding house Marienburg in Boppard to undertake a 
trip to Vierseenplatz. They had just entered the well known small 
chapel in this place, it being about 6 o’clock in the evening, when 
two Moroccan soldiers came in also. The women and girls 
immediately again left the spot but the man came after them and 
held Miss Anni back, she going out last. The second man hurried 


past her mother in order to seize the girl Erna. Anni W. struggled - 


har to get free but was overpowered and sexually violated by the 
man holding her. The girl refused to lift her skirt and the soldier 
had to cut her clothing to bits. While violating the girl thus he 
threatened the mother, who wanted to free her daughter with a 
club. Mrs. W. gave the second soldier 200 marks and pleaded with 
him to let her daughter go, which her finally did without further 
harming the girl. The occurrence was reported immediately to the 
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French authorities and the medical examination of Miss Ann} 
verified the accusation. ; . 

Inspite of both Mrs. W. and her daughter Anni three times 
running identifiing the soldiers in question when confronted with 
them, the French military court at Bonn declined to punish them 
as apparently there was a lack of evidence. 


Attack on a Boy. 

On July 9th 1921 the little son of the labourer K. of Eschweiler, 
11 years of age, was sitting in the fields in the neighbourhood of 
the coal company ,,Zukunft“ watching over his goat which wag. 
grazing there as suddenly a French soldier of the troops of occu- 
pation appeared and seized him. He was taken into the corn field 
close by and brutally misused under threats of instant death by 
stabbing. The perpetrator of this crime was discovered but 
nothing has become known as to the punishment he has received. 


Rape.

On Sunday July 10th 1921 in the evening at abouth 9 o’clock 
Miss Alwine L. of Birkenfeld was assaulted by two coloured soldiers 
of the French troops stationed at Briicken in a place called 
»Graben“ just above Briicken. The man seized and dragged her 
into a wood near by, where, overcoming her efforts to get free they 
violated her. The crime has been attested to by a doctor. The per- 
petrators have apparently not been punished. 


Attempted Rape. 

Mrs. Joh. W. of Refrath-Wingertsheide was assaulted on 
July 21th 1921 at noon in the wood between the Zine works and 
Wingertsheide by a coloured French soldier who attempted to 
violate her sexually. Mrs. W. cried out for help and as people came 
to her aid the soldier ran away. The man was, however, discovered 
and sentenced to three years imprisonment by the military court 
at Bonn. 

Attempted Rape. 

On September 14th 1921 Miss Elise of Lohmar, who is 25 years 
of age, was on her way from Siegsburg to Lohmar in the wood 
belonging to the latter town between 7 and 8 o’clock of the evening 
as she was suddenly assaulted by a coloured French soldier who 
threatened her with his bayonet. He caught hold of her and pulled 
her into the ditch by the side of the road where he attempted to 
violate her sexually. The girl, however, fought frantically for her 
honour and managed to keep the man from having his will. After 
a while he therefore desisted and absconded. Some labourers 
happening to come that way found the girl sitting with torn 
clothes and bruised limbs crying and fatigued from her struggles. 
They took her home. In the fight she had lost her purse with 
170 marks contents. The case was investigated but the perpetrator 
was not discovered. 


Attempted Rape. 


On September 7th 1921 Mrs. Margarete P. of Ramfscheid 
wished to visit her daughter, who is in service at Langenschwal- 
bach. But on the way there she was assaulted by a Moroccan 
soldier who threatened her with death if she did not do as he 
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wanted. She managed, however, to tear herself free fom him and to 
escape. It was possible to identify the man and he was brought 
before court. He excused himself by saying he had not had a 


woman for weeks past. 
Nothing has become known as to whether or not the man was 


punished. 


Attempted Rape. 

On Sunday September 11th 1921 a coloured French soldier 
enticed the little nine year old girl Josefine K. of Euskirchen to 
come to him. He them took her along with into a copse in the 
Erf valley, where he violated it. A man who was under suspicion 
of having perpetrated this crime was later arrested but again let 
go as there was apparently no evidence to convict him. 

The French military authorities tried to put the whole case 
down to fiction, basing their argument on the fact of the child 
in question being mentally inferior and backward and therefore 
liable to invent tales. The fact of the child’s genital organs being 
inflamed was explained ahay by the French delegate as being 
due to uncleanliness on the part of the little girl. Both the latter 
and its parents were again examined and their statements this time 
coincided exactly with the first. The very fact of the girl being 
mentally backward, however, argues exactly the opposite to what 
the French authorities try to make of the case. How can a mentally 
backward child conceive so vivid a tale down to the smallest 
details and again repeat same a good while later? 


Attempted and Perpetrated Rape. 

On September 25th 1921 in the afternoon between 3 and 4 
o’clock Mrs. Karoline V. of Wiesbaden was on the .road leading 
from Neurod to Hessloch together with her sixteen years old 
daughter Amalie in order to visit relatives in Hessloch as suddenly 
they were assaulted by two Moroccan soldiers belonging to the colo- 
nial troops stationed in Bierstadt near Wiesbaden. One of the men 
took the daughter, who is very small and weakly for her age and 
after stuffing a handkerchief into her mouth so ‘as to prevent her 
Screaming, and dragged her into the wood close by where he 
brutally violated her. The second man, who attacked the mother 
with a bayonet, forced the lady down the embankment and attemp- 
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ted to violate her after having completely torn up her dress. Mrs. 
V. however, fought desperately with him and prevented him from 
actually carrying out what he wanted. In the meantime some civi- 
lians appeared in the distance and suddenly seeing these the soldier 
desisted from his efforts and ran away. In spite of the perpetrators 
of this crime being immediately followed up they escaped and were 
not punished. The delegate of the district was at once notified of 
the occurrence. The statements were verified by medical exa- 
mination. 

The report says that no woman in that neighbourhood can 
safely go from one place to another without due protection as the 
Moroccans scour the woods and less frequented paths day and night 
on the look out for victims. 


Misuse of a young Man. 

On October 26th 1921 Wilhelm P., who is 19 years of age, 
was on his way from Weisenau to Mayence. It was 8 o’clock in the 
evening, as he was stopped by a Moroccan soldier who asked him 
how late it was and offered him some cigarettes, which were 
declined. Upon wanting to go further P. was suddenly seized by 
the soldier and thrown to the ground where the latter misused the 
young man in an unnatural and most brutal manner. P. struggled 
hard to get free but the soldier was far superior to him in strength 
so that all his resistance was easily overcome. After having also 
stolen the boy’s letter case the soldier ran away. 

It was impossible to trace the man. 


Attempted Rape. 

Agnes St. on her way home from the station in Kreuznach on 
the 3ist January 1922, accompanied by her 3 year old child, was 
thrown down by a Moroccan soldier. The African threatened her 
with the bayonet and tried to overpower her. She defended herself 
by loudly screaming, upon which several people hurried to the 
scene. Although the culprit, who escaped with his drawn sword, 
was immediately followed, it was impossible to catch him. 


Attempted Rape. 
On the way to Nassau on the 2nd May, 1922, a wagon driven 
by a coloured French soldier, overtook a woman named Mrs. Wil- 
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ier offered her Mk. 1 000,— if she would comply 
he threw her to the ground 
threatening her with a knife, and attempted to overpower her. 
Owing to screams of a witness on the other side of the way, the 
culprit was scared. He was tried and sentenced to 30 days impris-

Rape. 


During a walk over the Wahner Health, the 22 year old 
Cecilio P. and her financée Josef R a locksmith, were, on the 
21st May 1922, attacked by several coloured French soldiers, and 
dragged into the bushes. While two of the soldiers threatened the 
locksmith with a revolver and gun, three others, in turn, overpow- 
ered the screaming girl. The culprits afterwards hurriedly 
escaped. It is not possible to give any particulars concerning the 
result of this procedure. 


Rape. 


On the 2ist Mai 1922, the 32 year old invalid Josephine H. 
while sitting on a bench on the Rochusberg, near Bingen, in the 
immediate proximity of a popular pathway, was attacked by a 
Moroccan soldier, maltreated, and in spite of resistance and screams, 
was overpowered. The outraged woman was not able, with cer- 
tainty, to pick out the culprit on being lead before the Morocco 
troops in Bingen. The French authorities therefore stated that 
there could be no question as to compensation being granted, as 
it could not be proved that the culprit was a French soldier. 


Attaek. 
On the 25th May, 1922, about 11 p. m. three coloured soldiers 


attacked the wife of Peter P., and her gister, Anna M. on their 


way home from Trier to Euren. The women ran away screaming, 
but were followed by the soldiers with drawn swords. On hearing 
their ery for help several people arrived on the scene, so that the 


soldiers were unable to carry out their plan. The personality of ° 


the three coloured soldiers was at once ascertained, but no parti- 
culars can be given as to their punishment, 


Attempted Rape. 


On the 28th May 1922, Franz E. a tinker, and his fiancée, 
Frieda P., were attacked by three coloured French soldiers. Tavo 
Moroccan soldiers mistreated E. and threatened him with their 
swords. In the meantime the three Moroccan soldiers, with the help 
of a fourth, who had afterwards approached, dragged the girl aside 
and attempted to outrage her, but were prevented from doing so 
as the girl, in spite of blows is the face and threats with pistols 
and swords, defended herself until people arrived on hearing her 
screams. They failed however to catch the culprits. 


Attempted Rape. 


On the 3lst May 1922, about p. w. two Madagascan soldiers 
accosted the 47 year old servant. Eva H. in the Glacis Strasse in 
Germersheim, threw her to the ground and attempted to outrage 
her. The culprits were caught and arrested. Particulars regarding 
their punishment could not be obtained. 


Overpowering and Murder. 


On the 12th June 1922, the 19 year old Frieda Guckes of * 


Idstein was found dead in a small field behind the so-called Tier- 
garten. She showed signs of having been throttled. Further it 
was proved that the girl was outraged. The suspicion that this 
was the work of the soldiers occupying Idstein, has been confirmed. 
Several people noticed that two Moroccan soldiers were seen on 
Sunday afternoon in the vicinity of the spot where the body was 
found, looking very suspicious. At the examination by the French 
authorities, when all the soldiers were called out to the Schulplatz 
in order that the people might pick out the culprit, two soldiers 
were recognised, and were put under arrest by the French authorities. 
One of them had been sent to the Lazaret in Mainz a few days pre- 
vious, suffering from weakness of mind, but he proved to be suspici- 
ous and was returned to Idstein, where he now acknowledged 
having committed the murder. One of the culprits has, in the 
meantime, been sentenced to death. The family of the dead girl 
will receive a compensation of Mk. 60 000,—.

Attack. 

On the 8th July 1922, Ludwig K. of Ludwigswinkel, on his 
way home, was followed by a Moroccan soldier in the vicinity of the 
Quarry, who at first attempted to misuse the horse which was 
being led by K. but as this was not possible, he turned on the man 
himself crying ,,Horse too high, Horse too high”. The man. however 
was able to defend himself. 


Attempt of unnatural lust. 


On the 10th July 1922, the 49 year old Johann G. of Pirma- 
sens, an excavator, was attacked by a Morocco soldier in the 
lavatory of the Exercise grounds at Ludwigswinkel, who tried to 
misuse him by force in a most unnatural manner. As G. had 
heard of other such attacks, he left his position at the Exercise 
grounds. 


Attempted Rape. 


Tn the evening of the 16th July 1922, some coloured troops of 
the Shooting stand guard, on the way between Hambach and 
Gérgeshausen, made an indecent attack on three young girls. Owing 
to the approach of a third party, the worst was prevented. 


Unnatural Lust. 


On the 19th July 1922, a Moroccan trooper on guard at the street 
crossing Hochheim—Notdenstadt and Hochheim—Delkenheim, 
stopped the 18 year old Wilhelm F., forced him to enter the 
sentry box, and made an unnatural attack on him. At the instance 
of the district delegates, the culprit was sentenced to two years 
imprisonment. Compensation has not yet been decided upon. 


Attempted Rape. 


On the 25th June 1922, two Algerian soldiers attacked the 
widow, Katharine P. who was on her way home from Edenkoben 
to Rhodt (district of Landau) with her 4 year old daughter. One of 
the soldiers kept the screaming child quiet by placing a handker-chief 
in its mouth. The other soldier threw the woman down and attempted 
to overpower her, threatening her with a revolver. At the approach 
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of a motor car the culprits fled. The widow recognised the culprit 


at the confrontation. No particulars could be given as to his 
punishment. : 


Breach of morals, 


On the 30th July 1922, the 13 year old Marie B. on her way 
home from the church parade in Weingarten was stopped in the 
woods by a coloured French soldier. He dragged the child into 
the bushes, struck her in the face with his fist and tried to outrage 
her. The loud cries of the child attracted several people to the 
spot, but on their appearance, the culprit had already fled. Parti- 
culars as to the result of the French Enquiry Committee could not 
be obtained. 


Attack. 


Owing to the attack made on Marie B. of Haus Broich on the 
30th July 1922, it has become known that in the same district 
about the middle of July, a coloured soldier tried by force to make 
au unnatural attack on the 17 year old Arnold K. of Billig and 
the 22 year old Hubert B. of Billig. Both attempts were, however, 
unsuccessful and were therefore not brought at once to notice. 


Unnatural Lust. 


On the 14th August 1922, the 16 year old school-boy, Werner 
K., was attacked by a Moroccan soldier on a fieldpath near Wies- 
baden. The soldier sprang suddenly from the bushes, maltreated 
the boy, threatened him with a long knife and made an unnatural 
attack on him. The culprit was arrested. Particulars concerning 
his punishment could not be obtained. 


Attack. 


In the evening of the 27th August 1922, 12 to 15 French 
soldiers, coloured and white, who were intoxicated, molested all 
the women they met on the Neusser Strasse and the Zitadell 
Strafe, Diisseldorf, partly by catching hold of them in an indecent 
manner and striking them, and partly by running in a sigzag 
fashion across the street whit their trousers open, and relieving 
themselves on all the people who could not get out of their way 
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in time. Among other cases, they caught hold of a Mrs. U. by the 
breast. Her husband and her father attempted to protect her, but 
were severely ill-treated. In particular, the father was thrown to 
the ground. On applying to the French guard in front of the 
barracks in the Neusser Strasse, for protection, one of the culprits 
took away the gun from the guard and threatened Mr. and Mrs. U. 
and her father, with same, who thereupon informed the German 
police of the occurrence. By this means the affair was brought to 
the notice of the French authorities. 


Outrage. 


On the ist October 1922, Wilhelmine B. daughter of an Inn- 
keeper, while on her way from Hémberg to Nassau, was attacked 
by a coloured soldier, dragged into the bushes and under threats of 
death, was outraged. According to the paper, the culprit was 
sentenced to two years imprisonment. 


Supplement l. 


A letter from Trier, dated November 1922. 


Since the and of September a part of the occupation troops 
in Tier consists of Spahis, who, it is said, originate from 
Syria. These soldiers are not kept under the same disciplin 
as the other French troops. For instance, the Spahies have 
the right to spend the night away from the barracks, they are 
allowed to partake of alcohol, and can at all times be armed with 
revolver and sable. The streets are filled day and night with these 
exceptionally tall and strong men, who owing to their artistic uni- 
form (large red cloak, white tousers, white turban and long curved 
sable) and a certain kindness and generosity towards the popula- 
tion, are liked by the children and young people, but who, on the 
other hand are a source of danger to the whole population on 
account of their uncontrolable sexual impulses. As soon as it is 
dark they stroll about in twos and threes through the narrow 
streets and passages and also through the parks of the city, 
molesting and following woman of all ages, even often throwing 
their wide cloaks over girls and young people and thus dragging 
them unseen to dark places, in house-doors or even down to the 
river bank in order to misuse them. Even the young men are not 
spared. Cases have been reported in which men of 18, 20 and 28 
years of age have been dragged to the banks of the Mosel and 
misused in an unnatural manner for hours at a time. They have 
not even spared the little children, some having been very shame- 
fully treated. Only a few cases have come to light, as the people 
attacked mostly prefer to keep the matter quiet rather than have 
their names appear in public, but the whole city is full of gossip 
and rumours concerning the deeds of the coloured soldiers, whereby 
moreover the knowledge of such perversity even by the children 
is especially deplorable. Such uneasiness and nervousnees 
reigns that respectable women and girls avoid as far as 
possible going out into the street after dark, juveniles are escorted 
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y their parents, afternoon and 


home from the place of work b 
evening church services have, 00 this account, been stopped, and 


the children are warned in the schools of the dangers which 
threaten them from the coloured soldiers. The fact that a cultivated 
Christian population should be so helplessly subjected to a flock of 
unvicilised merceiaries, has caused a general revolt of feeliigs, 
Further the utter helplessness is all the more felt by the knowledge 
that in spite of all complaints, it is not possible to obtain any 
assistance from the Occupation authorities, and self-defence against 
an armed soldier is impossible owing to the prohibition of weapons. 
It would almost appear as if this surrender of the population 
stands in some connection with the protest of the Trier Womens 
Committee against the opening up of brothels for the occupation 
troops, and as if they were to be the means of force for the securing 
of such institutions.

Many of them have a 
strong admixture of negroe blood in their veins, (inter- 
marriage of Arabians and Berbers with negro tribes), 
1 regiment consists of mixed troops, i. e. I batallion of whites 
and 2 batallions of coloured (black to brown Moroccans), 
1 regiment consists of Madagascans, i. e. blacks with an 
admixture of yellow (Malayans). 
The present strength of coloured French troops including those 
in special formations (professionals, transport columns, Army 


serviee corps, ete.) may be estimated at 
23000 men.

Brothels for Troops of Occupation.

The equipment of brothels has only been demanded by the 
French in the territories occupied by them. Of the original 19 
brothels in 16 places only 12 were left in 12 places on Novem- 
ber 1st 1921. A new brothel has just been demanded for the town 
ot Trier. 

Details respecting the brothels in the occupied territory of 
the Rhine demanded by the troops. Those brothels that were no 
longer in existence on November 1st 1921 have been underlined.

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Supplement 5. 


The Brothels for the Troops of Occupation in Mayence. 


Particulars are taken from an article from the pen of the director 
of the municipal hospital and of the St. Rochus Stift in Mayence 
appearing in the Mimchener Medizinische Wochensehrift 
of August 5th 1921. 


Results of statistical investigations respecting the spread of 
venereal disease (gonorrhoea and syphilis both in primary and 
secondary stage), made between November 15th and December 15th 
1920 in the hours of consultation in above institutes. 558 cases 
of venereal disease of town inhabitants and 226 of country people 
were reported. These were: syphilis 302 resp. 146, gonorrhoea 206 
resp. 80. 456 men, 312 women, 16 children and 6 syphilitic 
persons. In St. Rochus 317 women with venereal disease were 
treated during 1920. 72 of these women were under police control. 
40 married women had not yet passed 21 years of age. 62 girls 


and women had been caught in the villages or coming from same

Supplement 7. 


The worst troubles of the Rhineland Mothers. 


It is with the deepest regret that we relate herewith the 
saddest accounts of the German distress. Those who wish to help 
us have the right to read these accounts also. The ruination 
described therein begins now (in the 4th year of the occupation 
of the Rhineland), to take effect. We hope the doctors will 
ascertain why it is that the coloured soldiers in particular are 
inclined to sodomy to such a great extent. We merely give the 
following official reports without any comments, in the original 
wording : 


1. Unnatural relations between coloured soldiers and boys 
in Euskirchen. In the summer of 1922 it was ascertained in Hus- 
kirchen that unnatural relations between the troops and the 
German boys had been taking place for some months to a very 
great extent. By presenting chocolate, cigarettes and money 
— up to Mk. 50 for each case — the coloured soldiers had enticed 
boys of 9 to 19 years of age. The news that it was possible to 
earn money, was spread by the boys amongst their school friends 
and playmates, eo that the number of the abused grew constantly. 
In the evenings the boys waited for the coloured soldiers at a 
given place, in order to go with them when they called, to accede 
to their will, and to take their presents. When several boys were 
tegether, the coloured soldiers ordered one or the other to stand 
as guard and to warn them when anyone approached. 


As the German Enquiry Files had been handed over to the 
French court martial, exhaustive particulars could not been given. 
According to information at hand, 93 juveniles of 9 to 19 years of 
age, have been abused. A part of this number, owing to their 
advanced moral degeneracy, were gent to a reformatory school. 
The proceedings of the French court martial are still in abeyance.

1922, the 7-year old boy, Heinrich Gl. accompanied his a 
who regularly collected the kitchen refuso from the barracks of 
the coloured troops in Euskirchen. The mother told the boy to 
wait in the lower hall of the barrack, while she fetched the refuse 
from the kitchen which was situated one storey higher. A coloured 
soldier seized this opportunity of making an immoral attack on 
the boy, but was frightened away by the loud cries of the boy 
for his mother. 

2. On the 10th October, a case was put before the court 
martial at Mainz, against six young Germans between the ages 
of 18 and 30, for passport transgression. They were found in 
a lodging house of the worst type, indulging in lust with Moroccan, 
Algerian and Anamite soldiers. After the question of passports 
had been settled, they were handed over to the German morality 
police court. One of then had come to Mainz in order to report 
himself to the foreign legion. In the ,,Herberge zur Stadt Worms“ 
{a small hotel) he learned that much money could be earned by 
unnatural lust with coloured soldiers. For this purpose, numerous 
young men, and even school-boys are to be seen in certain streets 
in the evenings after 6 o’clock. 

3. A short time afterwards a iodging house in Wiesbaden 
was raided, which had served the same purpose.

all but pleasant light on the behaviour of the French troops that 
are native in France. These, ag 1s well known, are unbearingly 
arrogant over against the German population which they treat in 
a very humiliating and execrable manner, whilst their demands are 
little ghort of shameless. The colonial soldier, on the other hand, 
except he is sensually excited or inebriated, is quiet, good 
natured and has few wants. The white Frenchman, whether officer 
or private, feels himself lord of the Rhinelands, the colonial soldier, 
however, not. That is what is meant by the praise of the coloured 
troops. We do not intend to change this testimony into 
the reverse. We do not accuse the colonial soldiers 
but the French Government that has sent 
them upon us. These men aro longer than eight years away 
from their homes and accustomed surroundings including their 
womenkind and this enforced abstinence from all they ars used 
to must needs break through wildly some time or other, the more 
so as they get good pay and are made to lead an idle life. For 
the coloured soldiers too the policy followed by the French Gov- 
ernment bears great dangers. What the consequences are will 
clearly be discerned from: the tables given in the supplements 
containing particulars of the moral offences perpetrated in 1921 
and of the spreading of venereal diseases in the Rhine Palatinate 
Which is especially over-run with coloured troopers. 

It is not, however, the behaviour of the 
colonial soldiers that causes the greatest and 
most righteous indignation. It is rather the 
circumstance of the government of one civili-

In every country women will 
be ales ready to sell their honour to anyone for money or its 
worth. Places with garrissons or wherever troops may stay for 
temporary or permanently such elements will very soon put in 
an appearance. But how much more will this be the case when 
the soldiers in question possess money of a far greater value 
than that of the country they stay in? The medical and exe- 
cutive authorities in the Rhineland well know that the garrisson 
places there are literally swarming with prostitutes of all nations. 
We are justified fully in disclaiming all 
women from whom blacks need be protected 
as German women. Pornographic photographs and love 
letters of white women also do not prove anything except that it 
is our bounden duty to hold up against this accusation the demand 
that such awful and immoral conditions in the Rhineland be at 
last put an end to. 

The women of the world, the medacal men, the clergy and 
teachers should recognise the fearful path ahead when considering 
that only 3 years of the 15 years the occupation is planned, have 
passed. Remember the boys and girls in the Rhineland growing 
up under these conditions seeing so much vileness and immorality 
around them! Think of there being troops concentrated in small 
places such as Idetein, Langenschwalbach, Ems and Euskirchen 
and in number frequently half as strong as the actual population, 
having their own brothels and this is to be carried on for 15 yearsr

We oppose these statements simply by holding up the figures 
given in one of our supplements. Where before the war Germany 
had 36 garissons with a total of 71 000 men France has now 221 
such with 135000 men. Please in addition consider the tact that 
Germany has been well nigh totally disarmed and that economically 
as militarily it is entirely broken. All unbiassed experts, some 
even of our former enemies, are unanimous in asserting that a 
comparatively small police force in the occupied territories would 
suffice to secure the pawns for the fulfilment of the Peace Treaty 
obligations, for the latter only is the purpose of the occupation 
as stated in the Treaty itself! 

We demand the withdrawal of the coloured 
troops not for the purpose of raising a spirit 
of hatred and a longing for revenge in this 
country but on the contrary to bring about a 
real state of peace between Germany and 
France. As long as coloured troops are on the banks of the 
Rhine France does not construct a bridge to gap over the results 
of the war but it actually widens the abyss gaping between the 
two nations. 

On the banks of the Rhine the fate of the European peace 


will be decided. How the dice will fall is entirely a matter France 
alone can influence. 
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
